Large of Meyersdale, county medical 
inspector for the Statu Health De- 
partment, and the latter diagnosed the 
cat»o as smallpox. 


M r. Bowman conducts a. general 


Htore at the stop along the Pennsyl- 
vania & Maryland trolley lino known 
as "Dowman's," about four miles south 
of here. He had been ill for over a 
week before he summoned a physician 
nnd in that time was regularly inihis 
store waiting upon customers. 
For 


this reason, th« attending physician 
fears that an epidemic may result, 
though they have done everything to 
prevent the spread of the disease after 
discovering it at such a late hour. 


The Bowman home has been placed 


under strict quarantine and the hired 
girl who left the place on Monday 
and came to Meyersdalc was taken 
bock and placed under guard with 
the rest of the family. 


About a month ago there were 20 


cases of smallpox at Coal Hun, and U 
Is believed that miners coming from 
there to Bowman's store may have 
spread the disease.
